Orchard Heaters Burn 
on as Mercury Hits 
New Low Records 


Through a black pall of smoke 
that hung like a shroud over 
Orange county today, a blood-red 
sun shone feebly down on citrus 
orchards that suffered heavil.v 
from the icy cold which gripped 
this section over the week-end. 
Lemons and oranges suffered 
more from the cold Saturday night 
and Sunday morning than last 
night and this morning, tempera¬ 
tures dropping to as low as 21 and 
22 degrees in some sections. 

Forecast Is Warmer 
The forecast was for warmer 
weather tonight, giving citrus 
growers hope that the ice-laden air 
from the north might be dispelled. 
They were all set, however, to con¬ 
tinue the smudging tonight should 
it be necessary. For the past three 
nights glowing orchard heaters 
have been fired throughout the 
Southland to ward off the killing 
cold, the most severe since the 
major freeze of 1922. 

Most of the damage to citrus 
crops which has occurred has been 
in groves where no smudging was 
done, Agricultural Commissioner 
D. W. Tubbs said today. He said it 
was impossible to determine the ex¬ 
tent of the damage for some days 
yet, but there has been damage to 
lemons and oranges. 

Hard Hit at El Toro 
Growers in the Ei Toro district 
reported today that their crops 
were “hard hit." Tubbs reported 
that temperatures in the El Toro 
and Capistrano section dropped to 
as low as 21 and 22 degrees for a 
short time this morning. 

Theis Optimistic 
Optimism of the situation was 
expressed by A. J. Theis, manager, 
Santa Ana-Tustin Mutual Citrus 
Association. 

“Anybody who makes an esti¬ 
mate of damage now is merely 
guessing,” he said. “But I 
haven't anything to indicate 
that the loss is near what it 
could have been under other cir¬ 
cumstances. 

"The moisture in the ground 
from the recent rains drew in a 
lot of the cold, which otherwise 
might have hurt the fruit and 
trees. 

“I haven’t seen any damage to 
trees from the cold, jjKsept in cases 
of some tender growth."

CHICAGO, CP> "He was n't 
such a bad piano player at that.” 

Such was the Monday morning 
reaction, said Police Capt. Andrew 
Barry, of Harold Rambert, 25, ac¬ 
cused of shooting a jazz pianist to 
death in a north side night club 
yesterday because he didn’t like 
the music. 

The pianist was Francis Park¬ 
er, 47. 

Detectives Thomas Kelly and 
Thurman Stearns said they learned 
the pianist had played "Ah, Sweet. 
Mystery of Life” while Rambert 


hummed the refrain and had 
walked to the bar to get a drink 
as a reward but Rambert interrupt¬ 
ed with: 

"Listen, Buddy. I don’t like you 
—or your music." 

Then, Kelly and Stearns said 
witnesses related, Rambert 
snatched a revolver from the pock¬ 
et of a companion—Walter Spa- 
sojevich—and shot Parker through 
the head. He looked down at the 
body and remarked: "Well, ain’t 
that a hell of a thing to do—kill a 
man when he’s having fun.” 


VATICAN CITY, CPi — Pope 
Pius is suffering from recurring 
pain in his right leg where vari¬ 
cose veins, similar to those in his 
partly paralyzed left leg, have 
developed, Vatican sources report¬ 
ed today. 

The 79-year old Holy Father 
passed several bad hours last 
night, prelates declared, when 
sedatives administered to relieve 
the pain wore off. 

Dr. Aminta Milan:, the Pontiff’s 
physician, was summoned and re¬ 
mained at the Pope’s bedside for 
several hours before his patient’s 
pain was eased. The attack was 
followed by another period of de¬ 
pression, officials said. 

CHINESE TROOPS 
NEAR MUTINY 


SHANGHAI. CP> The first for¬ 
eign refugees from Sianfu, capital 
of Shensi province, reported "thou¬ 
sands of troops are on the verge of 
open mutily,” as they arrived to¬ 
day by airplane. 

The group, numbering half a 
dozen German missionaries and 
commercial representatives, said 
Shensi provincials and Marshal 
Chank Hsueh-Liang’s former Man¬ 
churian army had refused to rec¬ 
ognize the authority of the central 
government since their revolt last 
Dec. 12. 

They were reluctant to discuss 
the situation because of possible 
repercussions to other foreigners, 
many of whom are Americans.

The Journal also learned that 
Ray Thomas, of the WPA admin¬ 
istrative staff, and Sidney Wilde, 
cf the federal music project staff, 
will ask the board why the Browne 
lectures were cancelled and by 
what authority. They are ex¬ 
pected to point out that after the 
furore created by Browne’s alleg¬ 
edly radical remarks in his talks 
last year, 1,000 citizens signed 
petitions to the state board of edu¬ 
cation and the local board, asking 
that Browne be returned here this 
year for another series of forum 
talks. 

Dates Held Open 

Homer C. Chaney, director of 
the federal forum project, told The 
Journal today that he still is hold¬ 
ing open the dates of Jan. 25, Feb. 
1 and 8 for the Browne lectures. 
Chaney said he has received no of¬ 
ficial notice of cancellation of the 
lectures, and he is determined to 
get to the bottom of the Browne 
ban, which has been clothed with 
secrecy. The federal forum project 
was working with the adult educa¬ 
tion department in arranging the 
lectures. Mrs. Golden Weston, 
adult education director, received a 
notice from Henderson ordering 
cancellation of the Browne talks 
Chaney wants to know if this no¬ 
tice was authorized by the board 
of education or not. Henderson is 
ill in a Long Beach hospital and 
cannot be reached for a statement. 

Developments in the situation 
came fast today. A resolution di¬ 
rected to the director of federal 
forum in Orange county adopted 
by the Forum class of the First 
Congregational church last night 
expressed a belief in “the utmost 
freedom of speech and assembly 
and of the press, believing that 
without these safeguards of per¬ 
sonal liberties democracy cannot 
endure.” 

Rest of Resolution 

“We believe, however,” the reso¬ 
lution said, “that no partisan or 
biased exposition of any of these 
questions should be given but that 
the facts as nearly as possible 
should be presented on both sides 
wherever there is a controversial 
question.” It was asked that more 
subjects of a national, local and 
vital nature be disclosed in federal

NEW PROJECT 
FOR YOUTH 

16 Boys And Girls To 
Learn NRS Jobs For 
Federal Careers 


Sixteen Orange county boys and 
girls will be given an unusual op¬ 
portunity to learn the inner work¬ 
ings of the National Re-employ- 
ment Service and prepare them* 
! selves for taking junior civil serv¬ 
ice examinations. 

Robert Wilson, supervisor of the 
NYA project in Orange county, 
announced today that he has sent 
four of the youths to work in the 
NRS office today. All of the 16 
have not yet been chosen, but 
most of them will be girls, he 
said. 

Charles Fallert, county chief of 
the NRS, will teach the hoys and 
girls the workings of the office 
as handled by his present staff. 
They will learn to take civil serv¬ 
ice examinations for the same 
type of work, inasmuch as it ex¬ 
pected that before long this type 
of work will come under civil 
service. 

These young people will earn a 
little more money than is ordi¬ 
narily paid to NYA project work¬ 
ers. They will receive from $20 
to $23.20 a month, as compared 
with the normal salary of $17.20 
a month. On the NRS project, 
they will work 40 hours a month. 
The time will be divided among 
the youthful workers. 

Young people eligible for NYA 
assistance must come from WPA 
families or families that have 
been recipients of public relief. 
There are about 100 engaged in 
NYA projects in the county.

Goering to Talk Over 
Spanish Crisis with 
Fascist Leader 

BERLIN. CPI— Col. Gen. Her¬ 
mann Wilhelm Goering, the Reich's 
highest Nazi official next to Fueh- j 
rer Adolf Hitler, will leave for 
Rome tomorrow on what diplomatic 
circles believe is an "important 
mission” in connection with the 
Spanish crisis. 

An official announcement by the 
German news bureau described the I 
] vice chancellor’s prospective stay 
in the Fascist capital a a "vaca¬ 
tion.” 

Diplomatic sources, however, 

, pointed out General Goering has ! 
been vacationing in Rominter for- 
j est in East Prussia and expressed [ 
j surprise Hitler’s chief aide would 1 
| plan a second “vacation” during | 
j the prevailing European crisis. 
Safeguarded Future 

Plans for General Goering’s trip 
were disclosed after Der Fuehrer 
had re-emphasized Germany's de- 
! sire for internal order and “a re- 
cal reconciliation among peo¬ 
ples” during a reception for the 
diplomatic corps. 

Careful to avoid any mention of 
Spain, Bolshevism or rearmament, 
Der Fuehrer declared at a belated 
New Year’s reception: 

“In attempting to establish 
moral and economic order among 
the German people we are, there¬ 
by, not only safeguarding our own 
I future but, according to our own 
j conviction, serving the rest of the 
I world.” 

Authoritative French sources j 
said today they considered that | 
Spanish Moroccan officials had j 
made a tacit promise to get Nazis 
out of the northern African zone 
and to prevent “new’’ German 
troops from coming in. 

Up To Franco 

Reading between the lines of a 
Tetuan denial that any “regular’ 
German soldiers were in Spanish 
Morocco or “expected,” these 
sources said the Spanish insurgent 
commissioner could hardly admit 
the presence of Germans in viola¬ 
tion of treaties. 

It now is up to General Fran¬ 
cisco Franco as to whether he will 
carry out what they consider to 
be a promise to end a reported 
German incursion in Morocco, 
French officials said. They added 
they were willing to give him “a 
few days’’ to act.” 

But, with the general staff re¬ 
ported considering the contingency 
of "necessary” French armed oc¬ 
cupation of Spanish Morocco, for¬ 
eign office authorities made it 
plain they would stand firm for 
ejection of the Germans, whom 
they contend have gone to the 
zone for both military and com¬ 
mercial purposes.

So He’s Denied Free Service 


A 71-year-old Newport Beach 
recluse said to have claimed his 
funds were exhausted when he ap¬ 
peared at the county hospital—but 
who had $1150 in cash in his pocket 
—still puzzled hospital attendants 
today. 

The patient, who gave the name 
of George Solomon, was taken to 
the hospital yesterday by his 
daughter, a Mrs. Beasley of San ! 
Pedro. Attendants said he told 1 
them he was penniless and was 
about to apply for county aid. 

But when they put him to bed 


out popped the $1150—$900 of it in 
brand-new, crisp bills. They called 
the sheriff’s office to take care of 
the money. 

Meanwhile the social service 
committee at the hospital decided a 
man with $1150 in his pocket 
wasn’t any county case, and had 
him transferred to the Anaheim 
sanitarium. 

Hospital attaches said he lived 
alone at Newport. That was all 
anyone could find out. Where the 
money came from, nobody knew 
except Solomon. He wouldn’t tell.

The bill was presented by Sena¬ 
tor Glass (D-Va.) who won im¬ 
mediate consideration for it. 


RELIEF JOBS 
PAREDDOWN 

President Hopes to Peg 
Relief Costs at Low 
Figure for Year 

WASHINGTON. (A 5 ) — Despite 
mounting pressure from a dozen 
states for increased relief, Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt sent to congress 
today a sheaf of reports reflecting 
his hope to peg relief rolls at the 
2,000,000 mark for the rest of the 
fiscal year. 

Technically, the two-inch thick 
volume was an accounting of the 
$6,100,000,000 appropriated for re¬ 
covery and relief since 1935. 

Actually, the significant new in¬ 
formation the reports contained 
was the fact that relief jobs were 
pared down to $2,284,000, cutting 
off 194,000 workers in the first 
two weeks in December. 

Oklahoma Increase 

Drought relief accounted for the 
bulk of the reduction—140,000—so 
that regular relief roils were not 
reduced by more than 56,000. 

The President in his budget 
message last week said he wanted 
to hold WPA expenditures to 
$650,000,000 for the rest of the 
fiscal year, ending June 30. 

A sample of the calls for con¬ 
tinued aid came from the Okla¬ 
homa delegation which visited 
WPA Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins last week-end. 

Senator Thomas said the group 
had persuaded Hopkins to investi¬ 
gate prospects of increasing Ok¬ 
lahoma’s drought aid quota by 
19,000 and to consider abandoning 
plans to drop several WPA admin¬ 
istrative offices in Oklahoma. 

The president’s report disclosed 
all federal agencies, including 
WPA, which employs the bulk of 
relief workers, and the Civilian 
Conservation Corps were giving 
work to about 3,150,000 persons on 
Dec. 12 compared with the peak 
load of 3,850,000 in February, 1935. 

Other salient points: 

1. Congress has appropriated 
thirteen billion dollars for "relief, 
work relief and to increase em¬ 
ployment by providing for the 
construction of useful public 
works,” since 1932. 

Salaries Take Half 

2. Twelve and a half billions 
have been “obligated” by govern¬ 
ment agencies during the depres¬ 
sion for relief, about ten billions of 
which cannot be recovered. Loans 
are classified as "recoverable.” 

3. Administrative expenses for 
relief during the last two years 
have been about $240,000,000 or 
4.8 per cent of the total expended 
funds up to Dec. 31. 

4. Fifty per cent of the ex¬ 
penditures went for salaries, 28 
per cent in outright grants to 
states and municipalities, and 8 
per cent for materials and 
supplies.

Father Summoned 

The child had been slain. His 
nude body, lying in the snow in 
heavy cutover land one-half mile 
west of the Pacific highway and a 
few yards from the Edmonds road, 
revealed every evidence of having 
received a terrible beating. The 
bloody face and bruised body were 
mute evidences of merciless treat¬ 
ment he had received. 

Teh father and justice depart- 
rr. :nt agents were summoned from 
Tacoma to make the identification 
complete. 

Deputies under Sheriff Walter 
F. Faulkner were standing by to 
guard the vicinity from the cur¬ 
ious in the hope of preserving 
every clue that may lead to the 
arrest of the boys’ slayer. 

■ Body Frozen 

The discovery was made between 
10 and 11 o'clock this morning by 
a boy, Gordon Morrow, son of 
Charles Morrow, who had gone 
gunning for rabbits and hawks. 

Less than 60 Ofeet from the Mor¬ 
row home, which is about one-half 
mile west of the Pacific highway 
on the Edmonds road known lo¬ 
cally as Airport way, he came 
upon the body, frozen stiff in the 
near zero weather of the morning. 

The boy notified his father who 
called the sheriff’s office from the 
Fairmount station. A posse of 
deputies rushed to the scene and 
established a guard. 

Face Mangled 

There was no immediate indica¬ 
tion as to how long the body had 
been where it was found. 

The tentative identification was 
made by deputies who sped to the 
scene. 

A single wheel track led from 
the body to the graveled road less 
than 150 feet away. 

Sheriff's deputies said the de¬ 
scription answered in every de¬ 
tail, but the face had been so 
cruelly beaten and soaked from 
blood that they could not be quite 
sure. 

Teeth Knocked Out 

Newspaper reporters and offi¬ 
cers said there was every evidence 
the child had been beaten to death 
on the body and head. Several 
! front teeth appeared to have been 
knocked out and there was what 
appeared to be a larg ehole in the 
head. 

A puzzling feature was the pres¬ 
ence of what looked like fine silt 
on the hands and face. 

hTe body was found approxi¬ 
mately 50 miles north of Tacoma.

He proposed to cut the beer tax 
from $5 to $3 a barrel. 

“We aren't selling nearly the 
beer we did before prohibition,” 
he said. "A tax reduction would 
mean increased sales by the 
brewers, a lowering of the retail 
price, benefits to consumers, 
more orders for barrel staves from 
Arkansas and hops from middle 
western farmers.”

Baby Born After Mother Shot

Two Accused of One’s Crime 


Secretary S. H. Finley. Santa 
Ana, and other officers of the 
Metropolitan Water District today 
were entering into another two- 
year term following their election 
at a board of directors meeting in 
Los Angeles. 

Colonel Finley is Santa Anas 
representative on the MWD board 
of directors. Other officers re¬ 
elected included Chairman W. P. 
Whitsett, Los Angeles, and Vice- 
Chairman Franklin 't nomas, 
Pasadena. 

These three officers of the 
board have served continuously 
since the formation of the district 
in 1928. Members of the district 
board of directors receive no sal¬ 
aries, and the board officers are 
also non-salaried. Because of the 
large volume of business being 
transacted by the Metropolitan 
Water District in its construction 
of the Colorado River Aqueduct, 
the three board officers are re¬ 
quired to devote considerable time 
exclusively to their official district 
duties, and this time, it is pointed 
out, is given without compensation. 

At the same meeting of the 
board, Arthur P. Creel took his 
oath of office as the new director 
representing the city of Santa 
Monica. Creel succeeds Mayor Ed¬ 
mund C. Gillett of Santa Monica, 
who resigned recently and appoint¬ 
ed Creel to fill the vacancy. At 
the time Mayor Gillett assumed 
his duties a number of months 
ago as a director from Santa 
Monica, he publicly announced 
that he expected to hold this office 
only a short time for the purpose 
of familiarizing himself with the 
district’s business. 


Fifty Per Cent Levy On 
Profits Made Before 
1934 Act Approved 


WASHINGTON. l^>i — The ad¬ 
ministration today won its third 
victory this term in the supreme 
court. 

By unanimous vote the tribunal 
held constitutional a 50 per cent 
tax on profits made by silver 
traders before enactment of the 
1934 law directing the treasury to 
increase its purchases of that 
metal for the nation's monetary 
stock. 

The decision undoubtedly was 
agreed upon, however, before 
President Roosevelt delivered his 
message to congress last week 
calling for more liberal interpreta¬ 
tion of the constitution. 

Court in Recess 

Other decisions favorable to the 
administration since the present 
term started last October included 
an embargo on shipment of arms 
to Bolivia and Paraguay for their 
Chaco war and the Ashurst-Sum- 
ner act prohibiting shipment of 
prison-made goods into states that 
bar their sale. • 

TTie court announced also that 
it would take a recess from next 
Monday to the following Wednes¬ 
day when it will meet to attend in 
a body the inauguration of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and Vice President 
Gamer. 

One Decision 

Justice Van Devanter delivered 
the silver decision. It reversed a 
ruling by the court of claims that 
the tax was unconstitutional be¬ 
cause it took property without due 
process of law. 

Percy K. Hudson of New York 
challenged the act, contending it 
was unconstitutional because 
retroactively applied. 

Only tha one decision was de¬ 
livered today. Others pending

He told 
Judge Scovel about the case, and 
the judge once again mounted the 
bench and vacated his order, get¬ 
ting under the wire just as Koep¬ 
sel, decree in hand, appeared for 
the judge's signature. 

Myers claimed Koepsel had 
agreed not to obtain the divorce 
on default. Myers’ demurrer to 
Mrs. Hunt's complaint was over¬ 
ruled. and today he filed a cross- 
complaint asking a divorce for 
Hunt and custody of their son, 20 
months old. Mrs. Hunt also wants 
custody. 

Which leaves the Hunts di¬ 
vorced, married, and seeking an¬ 
other and permanent divorce.

Flowers Frozen 

In some sections of the Garden 
Grove area temperatures got as 
low as 22 degrees at 6 o’clock 
yesterday morning, and around 
Ocean avenue it had dropped as 
low as 25 degrees at 5 p. m. yes¬ 
terday. From that point it went 
up to 38 at midnight, and then 
hovered around 24 % degrees be¬ 
tween 2 and 5 a. m. Tubbs said 
there would be some damage in 
these localities. 

Flowers were as scarce as 
hen's teeth in Santa Ana today, 
flower shops reported, and it 
was impossible to buy any, out¬ 
side of the varieties grown in 
hothouses. The freeze killed 
practically all outdoor flowers, 
it was reported. Even some of 
the flowers in hothouses were 
reported to have been damaged 
by the smudge. 

Tubbs said today that there was 
some damage among the truck 
crops, probably mostly in peas and 
celery. The cold would do some 
good, he said, by killing off pepper 
plants and thereby halting the ac¬ 
tivities of the pepper weevils.

reflected in better prices for the 
fruit, but often in cases of frost in¬ 
jury one grower is hit and another 
gets by free, so that the net crop 
marketed is about the same, and 
the price is not greatly influenced, 
he said. 

Clarence Skiles, manager of the 
Orange County Fruit Exchange, 
Orange, said: “It is impossible to 
make an appraisal of the damage 
it this time.” 

Orchard heaters were ignited as 
early as 8 p. m. Saturday and fir¬ 
ing was general throughout the 
county by 2 a. m. In the Anaheim- 
Garden Grove section tempera¬ 
tures of 23% degrees were re¬ 
ported. Fruit was frozen south of 
Orange in some sections where the 
minimum temperatures were from 
24 to 25 degrees in the early morn¬ 
ing hours. 

Ice at Villa Park 
Slush ice formed in fruit in the 
Villa Park section Tubbs reported, 
where the minimum temperature 
was 26 degrees. At Olive Heights 
the low was 32 degrees, in Santa 
Ana canyon 26. In the Orange dis¬ 
trict some orehardists reported 
temperatures of front 25 to 26 de¬ 
grees from 2 to 6 a. m. Sunday. At 
Garden Grove the mercury dropped 
to a minimum of 23 Vi degrees at 2 
a. m. The mercury stayed above 
the 30 degree mark in the Placen¬ 
tia area. In the Irvine district 
many sections reported tempera¬ 
tures as low as 22, 23 and 24 de¬ 
grees Saturday night. 

Tubbs said that where smudging 
was heavy most growers were 
able to maintain orchard tempera¬ 
tures of around 29 degrees. In 
these cases, he said, there likely 
was little damage. There was no 
doubt, however, but what the dam¬ 
age was widespread, although it 
cannot be determined in dollars 
and cents at present: Lemons in 
the La Habra area were hardest 
hit Friday night, when the mer¬ 
cury dropped to the 22-degree 
mark. What worries growers, 
Tubbs said, is when the tempera¬ 
ture stays at a low figure for sev¬ 
eral hours. Extreme low tempera¬ 
tures, he said, are not so bad if the 
cold does not last too long. 

Soot Invades City 
A considerable amount of the I 
smoke which left heavy deposits 
of soot in Santa Ana homes came 
from outside of Orange county, 
drifting here from the north, 
where frost damage was heavier, 
Tubbs said. 

There was little smudging around 
the Fullerton district last night 
and today, Tubbs reported, and a 
small amount in the Anaheim 
area. A low of 26% degrees in 
the Garden Grove section from 3 
to 7 a. m. today caused growers 
to fire heaters. La Habra escaped 
further damage during the night, 
the lowest temperature reported 
being 28 degrees this morning. 

Temperatures Today 
North of Santa Ana the lowest 
temperature today was 30 degrees. 
It got as low as 26% degrees in 
the Orange district for a short 
time. At Olive Heights the low¬ 
est was 34 degrees, but east of 
Olive the mercury dropped to the 
25 degree mark and in Santa Ana 
canyon to 29. In the Tustin dis¬ 
trict a low of 27 was reported. 
In the Placentia and Yorba Linda 
districts temperatures ranging 
from 27 to 31 degrees were re¬ 
ported at 7 a. m. today. 

Heaters were used only Satur¬

Orange county and California 
farmers want the maritime strike 
to end speedily. 

Receipt by the Orange County 
Farm bureau of news that Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt has been asked by 
Alex Johnson, secretary-treasurer 
of the California Farm Bureau 
Federation and spokesman for the 
organized farm families of the 
state, to use the power and re¬ 
sources of the federal government 
in ending the maritime strike, was 
announced here today. 

Farmers are innocent and help¬ 
less sufferers, Johnson told the 
President, and the strike is piling 
up again an unsalable surplus of 
farm products unduly depressing 
demand and price and will have a 
serious effect on new crops. 

The message to the President 
was as follows: 

‘‘Responding to the urge of 
members of the California Farm 


Bureau Federation in various parts 
of the state, I respectfully urge 
you to intervene to end the mari¬ 
time strike in which our farmers 
are innocent and helpless sufferers. 
Inability to move much of our 
produce, whether fresh, dried, 
canned, or non-perishable, is not 
only unduly depressing demand 
and price, but is also calculated to 
affect new crop prices by creating 
surplus amounts of old crop sup¬ 
plies.” 

If the maritime strike is per¬ 
mitted to continue, Johnson ad¬ 
ded, the great financial gains 
made by California agriculture 
during the past year, putting the 
state in the first rank nationally, 
will have been seriously depleted 
with subsequent heavy losses not 
only to producers but to consum¬ 
ers, and equally serious setbacks 
to all industry and labor in Cali¬ 
fornia.

MIAMI, Fla. UP )—Racing grey¬ 
hounds chase a mechanical rabbit 
around the track, but they know 
as well as the fellow betting on 
them that the electrically driven 
cctton-tail is a fake. 

They know because they have 
developed their swift-moving legs 
running after live bunnies. 

The love of stretching their lean, 
long-tailed bodies after any quar¬ 
ry is what impels them to chase 
dummy rabbits, says Art Wilson, 
one of the leading kennel owners 
ana trainers, here for the Florida 
season after a successful cam¬ 
paign in Massachusetts. 

Stamina, determination to win 
and speed count for a lot, but 
schooling in the fields for racing 
on the closed course is important. 

Before their first race—usually 
at about the age of 18 months- 
most hounds are turned out after 
live rabbits and entered in cross¬ 
country coursing events.

Their scheduled match at De¬ 
troit tomorrow night was called 
off but Vines' physician said he 
probably would be up and about 
Thursday, in time to resume the 
tour at Pittsburgh the following 
night. 

The physician said Vines was 
feeling “much better.” His tem¬ 
perature was near normal in con¬ 
trast to the 100.2 reported when 
he entered the hospital.

rest for several days. 

The Californian played with a 
fever of 101 in Perry's professional 
debut at Madison Square Garden 
last Wednesday night.

SANTA ANITA FAVORITES TO 
COME OUT ON DRY TRACK 


Minor Leagues Will Presper Again This Year 


Note: This is another of a series of 
stories written for the Associated Press 
by outstanding sports leaders. They 
deal with 1986 developments and 1937 
prospects.) 

By W. G. BRAMHAM 
President, National Association of 
Professional Baseball Leagues. 
DURHAM, N. C. CP)—At this 
time of the year when reflections 
and anticipations are in order, it 
is customary to take stock of the 
season just behind us and to vis¬ 
ualize, as best we may, that 
which is down the highway ahead. 
We are inclined, as a rule, to see 
the future through rose-colored 
glasses, for a radiant picture of 
v/hat is to come is most desirable, 
and it is a trait of human nature 
to forecast things as we would 
like them to occur. 

I have no desire to be accused 
of issuing a sterotyped statement 
in behalf of the minor leagues of 
baseball. But as I glance at the 
record written on the pages of 
1936, it is impossible to ignore the 
fact that our leagues and clubs 
have enjoyed a splendid season. 
Nor is there anything in the offing 
to indicate that 1937 will not be 
as artistically and financially suc¬ 
cessful as its predecessor, if not 
more so. 

Twenty-Six Operating 
I am, therefore, obliged to fall 
back, in a measure, to the recipe 
of former years and openly state 
that we of the minors are looking 
to 1937 with apprehension for the 
welfare of baseball. 

There are a number of con¬ 


tributing points which lead to 
that thought. 

During the 1936 season we had 
26 leagues in operation, taking in 
31 states of the union and three 
provinces of Canada. Every league 
which answered to the roll call 
at. the start of the schedule was 
present at the adjournment of the 
season. 

We cannot ask for more than 
that, and it is my pleasure to 
again report that such stability 
has been the rule, rather than the 
exception, for the past several 
years. I am repeating when I re¬ 
mind that since 1933, only one 
league which started as a member 
of our national association has 
failed to go through its season 
program. We closed that circuit 
after a short life, when it was 
apparent that a continuation 
would bring only undesirable cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Baseball has enjoyed greatly 
improved cooperation. This is ex¬ 
istent among the clubs of the in¬ 
dividual leagues, between the 
various leagues, and between the 
officials of the leagues and clubs 
and the offices of the national 
association. Such a state of af¬ 
fairs has been of mutual benefit 
to all, and it has played no minor 
part in the improved conditions of 
the game. 

Organize New Leagues 

We are growing. That means an 
influx of many new club operators 
into our ranks. We do not expect 
them to grasp the intricate work¬ 
ings of baseball routine in a mo¬ 


ment, or a week. But they have 
shown the willingness and coop¬ 
erative spirit that has made the 
road much easier and the happy 
result is reflected in the record. 

Before we turned over the cal¬ 
ender leaf to 1937, one new cir¬ 
cuit, the Evergreen league, was 
added to our roster, and there are 
several more in the final stages of 
organization, ready to take their 
places in organized baseball. No 
doubt, we shall have 30 or more 
leagues offering clean, wholesome 
entertainment to a receptive pub¬ 
lic in 1937. 

The players, themselves, furnish 
unmistakable evidence as to the 
upward trend of baseball. Each 
year, we enroll several thousand 
youngsters who sign their first 
professional contracts. There are 
several thousand others who ap¬ 
ply at the gates, but are not quite 
ready for the professional plunge. 
When this number is given the 
consideration it deserves, it stands 
as an impregnable refutation of 
the old saying that baseball was 
getting out of the minds and 
hands of youth. We do not hear 
so much of that any more, and 
We are happy to tell the world 
there is no foundation for it. 

With a watchful eye that will 
prevent the recurrence of a wave 
cf unsound business methods 
which once gnawed at the pillars 
of our organization, we turn into 
1937 with the forethought, the 
experience, the hope and the vigor 
which give us the best obtainable 
insurance of the desired results. 


With the Santa Anita racing

Santa Ana, Newport And 
Fullerton Show Huge 
Gains For Year 

Four Orange county cities passed 
the $750,000 mark in building per¬ 
mits during the past year, com¬ 
pleted figures from all major cities i 
of the county showed today. San¬ 
ta Ana, Fullerton, Newport Beach 
and Laguna Beach all surpassed 
that figure with huge totals for 
December building. 

Santa Ana was high with $1.- ; 
164,175 in permits during the past 
12 months. Laguna, where a 
building boom is still in progress, 
was second with $792,760. New¬ 
port figures were $765,098, while 
Fullerton officials reported a total 
of $752,705 for he year. 

Newport .lumps 

Newport showed a huge increase 
during the past month, with $08,- 
835 in permits issued, nearly all 
for new homes. This figure far 
surpassed the figure of December, 
1935, which was $45,732. Build¬ 
ing for the entire year of 1935 
totalled $497,440, it was reported. 

Laguna's figure of $792,760 
easily topped last year’s record 
mark of $405,412, During Decem¬ 
ber of 1936 permits totalled $55,- 
230, as compared to $27,425 in 
1935. In Fullerton, permits for 
December slumped to $30,100 in 
the past month, as compared to 
$52,340 in 1935 but still were 
enough to boost the year's total 
above the three-quarter million 
mark. In 1935 the Fullerton 12- 
month total was $214,493. 

Seal Beach Leads 

Seal Beach still paved the way 
during 1936 for the most amazing 
gain in building, with $87,925 in 
new buildings, compared to only 
$11,002 the previous year. Per¬ 
mits in Orange showed a huge 
gain last month over December, 
1935, with $22,150 during the past 
30 days as compared to $3094 in 
1935. The 12-month total for 
Orange was $232,278 in 1936 and 
$83,218 in 1935. 

Anaheim’s December figure 
dropped well below the 1935 mark 
for December, with $16,247 last 
month compared to $90,881 in 
1935. The total for the year in 
Anaheim also dropped, with $302,- 
567 in 1936 and $630,698 for the 
previous year. 

Huntington Beach showed a 
huge gain for the past 12 months, 
with $130,576 in building, as com¬ 
pared to $96,572 for 1935. Per¬ 
mits for last month totalled $8419 
as against $5275 in December, 
1935. 

LAGUNA BEACH. Completing 
plans considered for several years, 
the First Church of Christ Scien¬ 
tist will add the first large build¬ 
ing improvement of the year with 
letting of the contracts totalling 
$15,000.

UP )— 1 The Pres¬ 
ident’s budget message was the 
signal for the Works Progress ad¬ 
ministration to go ahead with 
plans to care for more than 
2,000,000 unemployed for the rest 
of the fiscal year. 

The WPA action is based on Mr. 
Roosevelt’s statement that he 
would ask for a $650,000,000 ap¬ 
propriation to carry the works 
progress and related programs 
from Feb. 1 through June. The 
sum is based on WPA costs of 
$65 per month per man. 

If private industry fails to ab¬ 
sorb relief workers as requested 
by the President in his budget 
message, he plans to add $140,- 
000,000 to the appropriation re¬ 
quest. He has expressed the hope, 
however, that it will not be used 
until the next fiscal year. 

Normal Reduction 

If WPA Administrator Harry L. 
Hopkins should be called on to 
carry a heavier load, and the ! 
$140,000,000 should be used, a work 
relief program continuing at the ( 
rate of 2,400,000 men—the num- ! 
ber employed by WPA in Novem 
ber—could be handled. 

The only reduction in rolls that 
can be counted on is the normal 
cut of about 20 per cent expected 
next spring, officials said. They 
added that outweighing this may ' 
be the local demand that WPA 
absorb workers now on direct re¬ 
lief, financed by states and cities, 
but who may be employable. 

Mayors Ask Fund 

Gov. Herbert H. Lehman of 
New York already has called for 
such a policy. 

The conference of mayors took 
a similar attitude last week in 
asking the President to obtain 
$877,00,000 from congress to early 
relief through June. 

This the President did not do, 
but he will be in a position to 
spend nearly $800,000,000 if con¬ 
gress agrees on a deficiency ap¬ 
propriation. 

Another $100,000,000 probably 
will be asked to make the Civilian 
Conservation corps a permanent I 
agency and carry it from March 1 
to July 1 until next year's funds 
are available. i

Legislature Can 
Bar Women 
From State Bars 

SACRAMENTO. (TP)—'The legis¬ 
lature has the power to pass laws 
barring women and children from 
entering places where liquor is 
sold, Attorney General U. S. Webb 
ruled in an opinion today. He 
gave the opinion in answer to a 
question by Senator Ralph E. 
Swing, San Bernardino county, 
chairman of the senate legislative 
committee investigating intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors. The committee filed 
a report Thursday deploring the 
patronage of bars, on an equal 
basis by women. 

Senator Swing received a nega¬ 
tive reply to his question as to 
whether or not the legislature can 
bestow, upon local governments, 
the power to regulate liquor sell¬ 
ing resorts.

Auditor Paints Actual 
Picture of Local 
Obligations 

Out of every dollar tax money 
spent by the city of Santa Ana, 31 
cents goes for installment pay¬ 
ments on interest and retirement 
of bonds. 

This surprising information 
came today from City Auditor 
Lloyd Banks, and as a result of a 
request by The Journal for actual 
figures so that a financial picture 
of Santa Ana’s bonded indebted¬ 
ness picture might be framed. 

The Journal felt that the infor¬ 
mation might be most interesting 
at this particular time, when many 
citizens are discussing a proposal 
for constructing a new junior col¬ 
lege plant, adding to the city park 
system and proposing a new civic 
auditorium. 

Misleading Statements 

“From time to time,” Banks 
said, "statements are issued which 
might be misleading to the aver¬ 
age taxpayer; for example, a gov¬ 
erning body for the city, the 
schools or the county will issue a 
statement showing the bonded in¬ 
debtedness for which they alone 
are responsible in setting rates or 
increasing the city’s bonded in¬ 
debtedness, but we should look at 
the entire picture which eventual¬ 
ly, no matter who has the au¬ 
thority for calling a bond election, 
must be paid." 

The auditor submitted a sched¬ 
ule showing the total bonded in¬ 
debtedness as of Dec. 31, 1936, 
which includes the overlapping 
debt, and is also the total amount 
which taxpayers living within the 
city of Santa Ana must eventually 

pay- 

Total Is $2,842,340 

The city general debt was 
$644.78; city, A. & I. district No. 
4. $299,600; schools, $1,753,840; 

Santa Ana proportion of county, 
$144,220, or a total of $2,842,340. 

Overlapping debt, Banks ex¬ 
plained, is debt incurred by other 
governing bodies outside the juris¬ 
diction of the city, but which has 
been voted by the people within 
the city, therefore being a part in¬ 
directly, of the city’s bonded in¬ 
debtedness. 

MWI) Obligation 

Banks pointed out that Santa 
Ana also has an obligation, which, 
when the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict is completed, will be approx¬ 
imately two and one-half million 
dollars, which alone is nearly as 
great as the total of all other out¬ 
standing bonded indebtedness. 

Figures given by the auditor 
showed that the total rate cover¬ 
ing all functions of government as 
set forth in the schedule, covering 
city, school, county, MWD, ceme¬ 
tery, flood control and harbor tax 
rates, is $4.35 per $100. Of this 
amount $1.35 or 31 per cent is for 
interest and the retirement of 
bonds which become due during 
this fiscal year.

Franklin D. Roosevelt more than 
$8,000 for the privilege of being 
the first President inaugurated on 
Jan., 20. 

Moving the ceremony forward 
from March 4 clipped 42 days off 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first term and pro¬ 
portionately trimmed his $75,000 a 
year salary. 

The change was made by the 
20th amendment to the constitu¬ 
tion, effective in October, 1933, 
after ratification by the states. 

Records show the new date car¬ 
ries greater possibility of brisk 
inaugural weather. Jan. 20 is less 
frequently a rainy day than March 
4. With a normal temperature of 
33, it is also 6 degrees colder. 

First Eight Lucky 

George Washington was the only 
other president to be deprived of 
his full term by inaugural arrange¬ 
ments. He lost 57 days because 
the congress of 1789, scheduled to 
meet March 4, failed to muster a 
quorum until April. It then de¬ 
clared Washington elected and an 
emissary made a hurried, seven- 
day journey from New York to 
Mt. Vernon to give him the news. 

It was April 30 before the first 
president could journey to New 
York and take office. 

Weather was good for the first 
eight inaugurals, but it has rarely 
been since. 

Andrew Jackson set the prece¬ 
dent of outdoor ceremonies. The 
first Harrison bolstered the Spar¬ 
tan tradition in a raw northeaster 
by parading, taking oath and read¬ 
ing his speech without hat, gloves 
or overcoat—to the great admira¬ 
tion of half frozen multitudes. 

Taft Was Unlucky 

Forty-nine years later his grand¬ 
son, Benjamin Harrison, rode to 
the capitol in an open landau dur¬ 
ing a dreching rain and spoke from 
the open east portico. The in¬ 


augural crowd stood for hours 
under red, white and blue um¬ 
brellas. 

The jovial Taft got the worst 
breaks of all. The weather man 
prophesied fair and warm for 
March 4, 1909, but an overnight 
blizzard hit the capital. 

Telegraph lines were blown 
down, all transportation was 
stalled and the city was isolated 
for hours. Trainloads of visitors 
were stranded miles from the capi¬ 
tal. The army, however, turned 
out with shovels and cleared Penn¬ 
sylvania avenue enough for a mili¬ 
tary parade. 

The retiring Roosevelt, histor¬ 
ians report, grinned and said he 
knew Taft's administration would 
be stormy to the very end.

There is a large group of people 
over the country who are saying 
to themselves, “Just suppose!” 
They are teachers, social workers, 
visiting nurses and the ever faith¬ 
ful family physicians. They are 
speculating on what might happen 
if certain underweight, tired, and 
sometimes irritable children do 
not get special diet and very par¬ 
ticular care. 

Any child who shows a tendency 
to weary easily, to stop for breath, 
to sit in any protective posture, 
should be the object of special at¬ 
tention. 

At this moment more than a 
half million cases of active tuber¬ 
culosis exists in this country. Any 
mother, nurse, teacher, physician, 
who has under his care a case of 
depleted vitality, especially if a 
child, should begin to strengthen 
his defense measures. 

There are modern methods of 
detection and prevention available 
to all, but each case must be 
watched and much depends on the 
watcher. We spend less than a 
penny out of a tax dollar for pub¬ 
lic health and much private ener¬ 
gy and ingenuity must supplement 
the work. 

Even in small quarters, an ane¬ 
mic or under-nourished child ought 
to be provided with a separate 
bed. All the requirements of in¬ 
validism. in the way of fresh air, 
rest, sleep and correct food are 
needed. 

If contagion develops, then the 
prescribed methods of sterilizing 
all articles used by the patient is 
the only way to protect the rest of 
you. This is why hospitalization is 
so much better if at all available. 
There the required precautions are 
a matter of course and not a 
source of disparagement to the one 
already afflicted.

In the morning get out of bed 
and stretch your hands toward the 
ceiling as far as you can reach. 
Keeping the arms in this position, 
bend backward as far as you can 
without losing the balance, then 
twist your body to the right, for¬ 
ward and to the left, rotating your 
body slowly from the waistline. 
Repeat about three times in each 
direction at first, increasing the 
number of times after you have 
had a little practice. 

Kneeling exercises are also good 
for limbering your muscles. Kneel 
on the floor with your heels to¬ 
gether, arms stretched upward, 
neck relaxed and head back. Now 
set back on your heels, bending 
the body forward from the waist¬ 
line until your forehead and the 
palms of your hands are flat on 
the floor. Relax, return to starting 
position and repeat.

Overlapping debt is debt incurred by other governing 
bodies outside of the jurisdiction of the City but which has 
been voted by the people within the City, therefore, is a 
part indirectly, of our bonded indebtedness. 

Also you will notice that we have an obligation which, 
when the Metropolitan Water District is completed, will 
be approximately two and one half million dollars, which 
alone is nearly as great as the total of all other outstanding 
bonded indebtedness. At the present time however, approxi¬ 
mately one half of the total bonds that were voted for the 
construction of the Metropolitan Water District have been 
sold so the actual amount that we are obligated for at Dec.
